UNITED NATIONS, N. Y.. Nov. 
21 (AP)—The United States and 
seven other countries were re- 
liably reported today to have de- 
cided to accept India’s compro- 
mise, plan for seitling the Korean 
prisoner-of-war deadlock, subject 
to two changes.

A robber attempting to seize 
,an armored money truck«was shot 
to death and a truck guard was 
overcome by gas today .at the 
Mound City Trust Co., 4401 Nat- 
ural Bridge avenue. 


The robber, attired in a khaki 
shirt and trousers similar to the 
| uniform worn by the guard, set 
‘off a home-made ammonia bomb 
in the truck to overpower Thomas 
F. Doerflinger, who was in the 


‘locked money compartment. 


Before he collapsed, Doerflinger 
fired five shots, and the. robber 
was hit three times. 


The holdup attempt occurred 
at 10:30-a.m. A Guarantee Serv- 
ice Co. truck manned by three 
guards drove up in’ front of the 
bank, and Guards Harry Good- 
man and William’ Schiller car- 
ried “a large delivery” of cash 
into the bank, leaving Doerflinger 
inside the locked compartment to 
guard money left there.

United States and Turkey—also | 
have decided to recommend that 
the Indian plan be given priority 
over all other Korean resolutions 
‘in the U.N. General Assembly. 

India proposed that both the 
U.N. and the Reds turn over their 
prisoners—totaling 132,000—to a 
commission made up of Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Switzerland and 
Sweden. If this commission dead- 
locked, it would. elect or ask the 
General Assembly to choose an | 
impartial umpire. 

Time Limit Favored. 

The eight decided today to rec- 
ommend that the Indian resolu-. 
tion be amended to provide that 
if the four did not agree to an 
umpire within three weeks they 
would hand the problem back to | 
the Assembly. 

Under the Indian plan, the'| 
prisoners still on the commis- | 
sion’s hands at the end of 90 
days would have their faies de- 
cided by a -political convention | 
called on Far Eastern problems 
under terms of the draft armis- 
tice agreement already adopted. 

The eight powers decided to 
support a suggestion voiced yes- 
terday by British Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden that, instead, 
they be turned over to a special 
U.N. body. 

A British spokesman said his 
country saw the Indian plan as a 
good basis for further negotia- 
tions with the Chinese Commu- 
nists and North Koreans even if 
they did not accept it in what- 
ever version the Assembly adopts. 

Nehru Urges Acceptance. 

Prime Minister Nehru urged 
the world fh a speech at New 
Delhi today to accept the plan on 
that basis. There was no im- 
mediate indication whether India 
would accept the group’s recom- 
mendations or whether the recom- 
mendations would modify the 
plan to such an extent as to make 
it palatable to the Reds. / Soviet 
newspapers today took a rather 
dim view of the Indian pian. 

Eden himself canceled plans to 
fly home today because of the 
speedup in these Korean negotia- 
tions. He will remain here at 
least until. United States Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson 
speaks Monday. 

An American spokesman said 
the United States was insistent on 
having the resolution spell out 
details because “we sit in this 
Assembly with two hats on—the 
United States and the Unified 
Command.” Obviously, he said, 
anything the United States agrees 
to in New York would bind the

Health for Years, Suf.- 
fers Heart Attack at 
Ohio Home.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP)— 
William Green, president of the 
AFL, died of a heart attack to- 


O., the AFL announced. 

Mr. Green, who was 81 years 
old, died at 1:22 p.m. 

It was the second death of a 
major labor leader within a 
month. Philip Murrzy, head of 
the rival CIO, collapsed and died 
at San Francisco, Nov. 9. 

A source close to the Green 
family earlier said the labor 
leader suffered from complica- 
tions induced by age, including a 
heart condition and diabetes. 
The AFL chieftain, who became 
| president of the union in 1924, 
had been in failing health for 
years, but he directed the AFL 
at its convention in New York 
in September 


Early in October, he went to 
Coshocton Memorial Hospital for 
an examination. He was in the 
hospital for two weeks and then’ 
was removed to his home, where 
his family set up a small eleva- 
tor to permitehim to get up and 
down from his bedroom. 

He did not leave his house 
after that. 

Funeral services were set ten- 
tatively for next Monday at 
Coshocton. 

In New York, President-elect 
Eisenhower said: .“For many 
years Mr. Green has been the 
voice of a large section of the 

working men and women of 
America. He has consistently 
worked for their welfare. He has 
been a real American and a 
great national figure. I join with 
the thousands of his friends who 
knew and respected him in 
mourning his passing.” 

The AFL Executive Council 
was expected to meet soon to de- 
cide on a successor. 

Among the most likely choices 
are George Meany, secretary- 
treasurer, and George M. Harri- 
son, head of the big Railway 
Clerks Union and an AFL vice 
president. Meany is 58 and Har- 
rison 57.

Enters Cab With Package. 

The robber, a burly man wear- 
ing gloves and carrying an object 
vurapped in brown paper, got into 
the unoccupied cab of the truck 
with the package. This proved to 
be an improvised ammonia bomb 
.o Which was attached a long, 
thin metal tube. 

Inserting the tube into an aper- 
ture at the back of the cab seat, 
the robber sent a stream of blind- 
ing, suffocating gas into the mon- 
ey compartment. 

Police said he apparently 
plannéd ,to overcome the guard 
with the gas, andthen drive the 
truck away. The key was in the 
ignition. 

Although blinded, Doerflinger 
managed to draw his revolver and 
fire at the robber. 

Pedestrians rushed into the 
bank and told the guards “some- 
thing is wrong in the truck out- 
The twe guards rushed 
out with drawn revolvers. and 
found Doerflinger and the robber 
both unconscious. 

Door. Pried Open. 

To open the money compart- 
ment and bring out the collapsed 
guard, they had to pry open, a 
side door with a crowbar.  In- 
halators brought by ambulances 
from City Hospital were used in 
an effort to revive the two. 

The robber was dead on arrival 
at the hospital. Doerflinger, who 
is 24 years old and lives at 4411 
June avenue, Northwoods, was in 
serious condition from gas in-, 
halation, 

The robber was armed with a 
Luger pistol, which he did not 
get a chance to use, and carried 
a gas mask. The mask was found 
in the cab of the truck. The 
armored vehicle itself was not 
equipped with tear gas. 

Bags of money in the: truck 
were untouched. Guarantee Serv- 
ice Co., 12 South Ranken avenue, 
said “a lot of money” was being 
transported, but declined to dis- 
close the amount. 

Robber Unidentified. 

Tpe robber remained unidenti- 
fied for the time being. His 
fingerprints matched none of 
those on file at-Police Headquar- 
ters here, and the print classifi- 
cations were telephoned to the 
Bureau of Identification in Wash- 
ington. 

The ammonia bomb apparently 
went off prematurely, a witness 
told police. Mrs. Minnie Enstall, 
a Salvation Army worker, was 
soliciting contributions inside the 
bank when, glancing out through 
the glass door, she saw a man 
carrying a package walk up to 
the driver’s cab of the armored 
truck and open -the door.

New Jersey said today President- 
elect Dwight Eisenhower is going 


only to Korea, and will not visit 
Japan or any other countries 
when he makes that journey. 

Smith, ranking member of the 
|Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, had a long talk with Eisen- 
hower this morning on foreign af- 
fairs. The conversation mainly 
concerned the Far East, he said. 

Late this afternoon, General 
Motors Corp. confirmed that 
Charles E. Wilson, designated as 
the next Secretary of Defense, 

would accompany Eisenhower to 
Korea. A spokesman said there 
were no other détails to an- 
nounte. 

Senator Smith was one on a 
heavy schedule of callers at the 
general’s Commodore Hotel head- 
quarters today. 

Smith visited Kora in 1949, 
before the fighting started, and 
again last year. He said he under- 
stood Eisenhower’s specific pur- 
poses in going to Korea are to 
talk with the commanders of the 
Eighth Army and to see President 
Rhee of the Republic of Korea, 

Asked whether he considers it 
necessary for the President-elect 
to make the journey in order to 
have the conferences, he replied, 
“Yes, it’s a wonderful thing for 
uniting this country. . It has 
great psychology and " morale 
value.” 

Senator’s Suggestions. 

He said he gave Eisenhower his 
views on the actions necessary for 
ending the war. Summarized, 
they were: 

1. An economic blockade of 
Red China. 

2. A complete agreement 
within the United Nations to 
provide co-ordinated action with 
respect to the Chinese Reds. 
Smith explained that he meant 
mainly “cutting off all trade 
and intercourse with ‘Red 
China.” 

3. Formulating a plan “aspen 
cially with the British” to deter- 
mine “where we go from here if 
the truce talks fail.” 

4. Use of Chinese Nationalist 
troops, now exiled on Formosa, 
in fighting the Reds, The Sefla-’ 
tor said he was not thinking of 
details of where the Naftional- 
ists should be deployed, but 
merely of the general principle. 

Smith said he felt that both 
argument over repatriation of 
Communist prisoners of war and 
the truce talks are of secondary 
importance. He emphasized that 


does not lie there. 

He said he agree completely 
with Eisenhower on the proposal 
to train and use in the battle lines 
more South Korean forces. 

Concerning the use of Chinese 
Nationalist troops, Smith said “we 
should help all the Oriental peo- 
ples who want to be free of the 
Iron Curtain.”

HIGH FOR 22 YEARS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22 (AP)— 
The stock market, with the rail- 
roads in the lead, ‘edged up today 
to a new high for the year, and 
for 22 years. 

It was the second time this 
week that the market has ad- 
vanced to a new high. Today the 
Associated Press average of 60 
stocks gained 30 cents and stood 
at $110.10, the highest point for 
the average since June 6, 1930.

Last week the United States 
Supreme Court refused for a 
second time to rehear the case of 
the husband and wife prisoners. 
They were convicted March 29, 
1951 of ‘passing atomic secrets 
to Russia, and for many months 
have been confined in the death 
house at Sing Sing prison. 
Emanuel H, Bloch, counsel for 
the Rosenbergs, said he will ap- 
ply in. Federal court Monday for 
an order invalidating the con- 
viction and asking for a new trial 
“on various grounds whigh I am 
not at liberty to discuss at™ pres- 
ent.”

In March 1946 Shear made 
voluntary disclosure of his defi- 
ciencies to the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, but in testimony at a 
hearing on a motion to dismiss 
the indictment last Sept. 2. it 
was revealed that his disclosure 
came one hou after the bureau 
had learned about it from an- 
other source.

ARLY on the morning of Nov. 

12, John Randazzo, a roistering 

truck driver, sat on the steps 
of a doctor’s office in a drunken 
stupor and state of great pain.

Two years earlier, Universal 
had filed a claim for an excess 
profits tax refund of more than 
$20,000,000 for the 1941-46 tax 
years. Thus the reported Snyder- 
Oliphant talks were long before 
Horton’s marriage to Miss Snyder 
or his connection with Universal. 

The tax case was settled in 1951 
for less than $3,000,000. 

Horton Denies Connection. 

Horton is on record as saying 
he had no connection with the 
Universal film fund. He added: 
“T never have talked to Mr. Sny- 
der about anything concerning 
Universal film problems, and I 
never have had any occasion to do 
so. He has no reason to discuss 
his business with me and I have 
none to discuss my ere with 
him.” 

The Universal settlement orig- 
finally was approved by Adrian 
Ash, New York revenue agent 
later named by an investigating 
agent before the House commit- 
tee as the recipient of lavish en- 

terteinment and special favors by 
Universal. Ash subsequently was 
fired.

GREEN'S. CAREER 
BEGAN IN-COAL MINE 


William Green started as a coal 
miner gnd rose to the presidency 


of the American Federation of | 


Labor, a post he held fer more 
than 29 years. His original am-. 
{bition had been to be a Baptist 
acher. 
The man largely responsible 
for his original choice in 1924 was 
John L. Lewis. Only 12 years 
later, Lewis split with the AFL‘ 
and formed the rival aque 4 of 
Industrial Organizations. us | 
was created the great aici in 
organized labor in the United 
States and the two former allies 
engaged in sharp Senin, 
Green sought constantly to re- 
unite labor. and in 1944 offered 
to quit the helm of the AFL if 
that action would leag to sgli- 


darity. 
Lewis Returned. 

Meanwhile Lewis had quit the 
presidency of the CIO and. led 
his United Mine Workers of 
America out of that organization 
in retaliation for the 1940 re- 
election of President ‘Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. He had said he would 
resign as CIO head if organized 
labor did not follow his lead in 
suporting the Republican ticket 
and he viewed Roosevelt’s victory 
as a “wote of:.no confidence” in 
himself. 

A few years later Lewis and 
his UMW returned to the AFL 
in a move that Green termed 
“significant.” Lewis’ gave Green 


union which the latter once had 
served as secretary-treasurer. 
The AFL leader had given up 
his UMW membership during the 
intra-labor conflict. In 1937 the. 
policy committee termed 
him “a betrayer of labor.” When 
hé addressed’ the UMW conven- 
tion in 1946, after its return to the 
AFL, Green said he was “never 
more happy in. my life.” 
Situation Soon Changed. 
But Green’s joyfulness over the 
UMW’s return was short-lived. 
Late in 1947, after the Taft-Hart- 


ley labor-management bill had } 


been enacted into law, Lewis 
brusquely quit the AFL again, 
along with his miners. 

He did so on a haughty note, 
merely sending Green a torn piece 
of paper on which were scrawled 
the words, “Green, AFL—we dis- 
affiliate.” 

This happened after Lewis had 
lambasted AFL leaders for not 
joining him in complete disregard 
of the Taft-Hartley Act. The AFL 
didn’t like that law any more than 
Lewis did, but its leaders said 
they felt they had to go along with 
certain provisions of it or run into 
a welter of court troubles and pos- 
sible break-up of AFL unions. 

Léwis had assailed AFL leaders 

as “intellectually fat and stately 
neat because they decided to 
comply with the provision of the 
act requiring union officers to 
swear they were not Communists. 
In fact, he asserted the federation 
“has no head, its neck just srowed 
and haire@ over.” 

‘Green fought the law fad the 
time it was proposed and urged 
its repeal. He and other AFL lead- 
ers, however, did submit the non- 
Communist affidavits required of 
union leaders: Eventually most 
other union leaders did, too, al-

WAGED BY 1,400,000, 
U.S. REPORT SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP)— 
The staff of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee . appraises 
Russian propaganda as “certainly 
worth more” than two or three 
army corps to the Kremlin. 

The report was issued yester- 
‘day as a subcommittee opened an 
invéstigation of United States 
overseas information service, It 
said 1,400,000 skilled Soviet work-. 
ers are waging a campaign of in- 
'ecessant propaganda. 

“Soviet propaganda {is well cal- 
culated, cold, cynical, intolerant, 
virulent,” the report said. It noted 
that Soviet rews correspondents 
have access to American news 
sources while foreign newspaper 
men in Moscow are forced to buck

“To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

~. Congratulations to the Post-Dispatch 
‘on trying to educate the Png of St. 
‘Louis to their own interests in express- 


ways. : 

‘The people of St. Louis have already 
‘lost $8,500,000 which was set aside by 
‘the Missouri State Highway Commis- 
‘sion for the building of the Third 
‘Street Interregional Highway from 
‘Third and Washington down to Twelfth 
and Gravois. 

- This was allocated by the State High- 
‘way Commission several years ago but 
-because of lack of co-cperation the com- 
-mission was forced to turn this money 
‘over into what is now the Southwest 
“Expressway in Kansas City, a marvel- 
‘ously modern thoroughfare for use of 
‘the Kansas City citizens. 

- We have already sacrificed another 
$3,000,000 on which construction should 
‘have started, because of. no concen- 
trated effort on the part of various 
cities in St. Louis countv: 

- As a member of the Missouri State 
Highway Commission which originally 
laid out what engineers believe to be 
the best route for the Daniel Boone 
Highway, commonly known as U.S. 
Route 40, my opinion is that the solu- 
tion is rather simple. * 

~ While it will be impractical to con- 
tinue this Route 40 (or the Daniel 
Booné Highway) along the route 
originally laid out, it will not be easy to 
bring it in through the City of Clayton 
eand along the north wall of Washington 
University, because of opposition of the 
cities of Clayton, University City and 
interested citizens. 

As you know, Maplewood and Rich- 
mond Heights have been tring for 
some solution to their traffic congestion 
where traffic movement has practically 
stagnated in certain sections at certain 
hours of the day. 

If Clayton, University City, Maple: 
wood and Richmond Heights would co- 
operate with county authorities and ask 
that Route 40 be swung a little bit to 
the south to take care of the needs of 
that area, I feel sure that the Highway 
Commission would be glad to co-oper- 
ate. 

I feel that the attitude of the Mis- 
souri State Highway Commission would 
follow the procedure that was estab- 
ished when I was a member—namely, 
the commission wants the local area 
citizens and their authorities to agree 
on a routing before the commission is 
willing to proceed. 

Meantime, we in the Greater St. 
Louis area are losing the benefit of 
$8,000,000 annually for constructing re- 
lief highways so sorely needed by the 
traveling public.

As Gen. ‘Eisenhower's principal foreign af- 
fairs adviser during thé campaign, John Foster, 
Dulles was a natural selection for Secretary of 
State. eee: 

He brings to the office a wealth of experience, 
much of it gained in carrying out policies of the 
Truman Administration. His work in negotiating 
the Japanese peace treaty, as a delegate to the 
United Nations, and as a special adviser to Sec- 
retary Acheson offers assurance of continuity 
in-the main lines of foreign policy. At.the same 
time his differences with the outgoing Admin- 
istration suggest that he may vary the emphasis 
on ceftain aspects of that policy. 

Mr. Dulles’ first task 1s to reassure our Euro- 
pean allies who have been uneasy aboyt him 
ever since he began talking about “liberation” 
of the Soviet satéllites, He has since made clear 
that he does not contemplate warlike measures 
of liberation, but there is no use blinking the 
fact that much of free Europe identifies him 
with a policy that it fears might increase rather 
than lessen world tensions. 

This fear has been expressed since the election 
by European newspapers of widély differing po- 
litical outlook. For example, in The Netherlands 


one Liberal néwspaper, Nieuwe Rotterdamse . 


Courant, declared that Mr. Dulles’ appointment 
“would give rise to misgivings, especially in 
Europe where people feel they are in the front 
line in any sharpening of the relations between 
East and West.” The Conservative De Telegraaf 
of Amsterdam told its readers that Mr. Dulles’ 
policy ‘boils down to a crusade to return the lost 
territories to Germany, and expressed the hope 
that Gen. Eisenhower “would not “fall under 
the spell of ideas developed by Mr. Dulles.” 

Europe’s misgivings do not by any means dis- 
qualify Mr. Dulles for his new post, but they are 
a fact which he and the new President must 
take account of and counteract if the Atlantic 
alliance is to remain firm.

It was to be expected that Gen. Eisenhower 
would appoint an industrialist as Secretary of 
Defense, for he spoke during the campaign of 
the need for “business brains” in this depart- 
ment. In selecting Charles E. Wilson, president 
of General Motors (not to be confused with 
Charles E. Wilson, former president of General 
Electric, who served the Truman Administration 
as director of mobilization), Gen. Eisenhower 
has gone to that wing of business opinion 
—the Detroit-Chicago wing as distinct from the 
New York wing—which has tended to regard 
the defense program as poorly planned, or un- 
necessarily wasteful. : 7 

The new Secretary has himself been a pep- 
pery critic of the program at times. A year ago 
he went to the mat with the other Mr. Wilson 
over what he considered an unjust and unneces- 
sary cutback of automobile ‘production, He has 
sponsored the promising idea of . dual-purpose 
factories combining military and. civilian produc- 
tion under one roof, and has criticized the pres- 
ent program as a series of expedients Which are 
“exorbitant in cost, disruptive to the civilian 
economy and may not be adequate in time.” 

On the whole, it is a healthy thing té turn 
over direction of the Defense Department to one 
who has felt that it was not being efficiently 
managed. No doubt Mr. Wilson will find that 
things look different from the inside, But he 
should be able to bring fresh ideas and energy 
to the job, which Gen. Eisenhower has defined 
as “saving the money that we can save without 
losing one gun, one plane, one ship.” 

Gov. Douglas McKay of Oregon, the new Sec- 
retary of Interior, as a former atito dealer used 
to sell the Cafillacs and Chevrolets which Mr.

British support was not unexpected. Indeed, 
there have been the broadest indications that all 
of our allies are inclined in its favor. But the 
United States representatives—and the Russians, 
of coursé—have been cool toward it: Latest 
reports indicate a switch by’ the United States, 
conditionéd on some changes in the formula. 
Too much well-intentioned work has gone into 
the framing of the Indian proposal, it seems to 
u8, for it te be rejected out of hand. Its authors 


, aré convificed that it offers adequate safeguards 


against the involuntary return of prisoners of 


war,.a point on. which the United States and the ° 


other démocracies cannot compromise. ‘The In- 
dians also seem convinced—as a result of in- 
quiries in Peiping—that their formula is accept- 
able to the Communist Chinese. 

That is why Mr. Eden was able to say that

offering hope of agreement with the other side, 
the.

United States Ambassador Ernest Gross had 
been complaining of ambiguities in the Indian 
plan. Yet it seems clear enough—with one possi 
ble exception. It calls for a four-nation neutral 
commission to bring about a cease-fire and to 
provide for thé return of all prisoners who 
want to go back to China or to North Korea, 
The disposal of the remaining prisoners then 
would be worked out by the political committee 
already accepted by both sides in the Panmun- 
jom negotiations. 

Doubts can be raised about what the latter 
committee might d6.-:Its problem ought to be 
largely that of finding new homes for those 
prisoners who donot want to be repatriated. 
Surely, it would laek the power to ignore the 
principles adopted by the U.N. 

While Mr. Eden said that it would be a “mis- 
take to examine sucha resolution too legalistic 
ally,” it ought to be possible to resolve genuine 
doubts. Since India has left its proposal open in 
connéction with the choice of the four nations - 
proposed for the truce commission, it may also 
be open for élarification of other points. 

What could be lost by trying this plan? At 
worst, it might bfeak down on the prisoner issue, 
and all concerned. would again be just where 
they are now. At best, it might be accepted by 
the Chinese—actually in defiance of Russia. If 
so, it would not only mean an honorable and 
effective end to the Korean conflict, but it also 
would’ represent a very sharp divergence of 
policy between the Chinese and the Russian 
Communists. é

Almost nothing was said about 
this during the campaign. For 
some months before the campaign 
even began it was evident that 
re-examination and .reconsidera- 
tion were not only desirable but 
unavoidable. This was so obvious 
that one of the practical questions 
under constant discussion in the 
leading governments was how to 
postpene the negotiations until 
the new American Administration 
was installed and ready for’ busi- 
ness. | 

Why was it, one may ask, that 
by common consent there was in 
the campaign no discussion of, 
hardly 80 much as allusion to, the 
serious problems of foreign policy 
which now demand our attention? 
Not, I think, because Eisenhower 
and Stevenson were not well 
awaré that these problems were 
coming up. 

The reason why they were so) 
prudent and so discreet is, at 
bottom,«that the issues in these 
matters divide both parties more 
deeply within themselves than 
they divided the two candidates. 


Complications and Emotions. 


Gov. Stevenson could not dis- 
cuss the troubles, which are 
marked by popular resentment 
and resistance within our alli- 
ances, into which President Tru- 
man and Secretary Acheson were 
running. 

For Gen. Eisenhower, who was 
still wrestling with the isolation- 
ists and was not yet confirmed 
in his leadership, the whole sub- 
ject was much tog hot to handle.

Two things were especially ré- 
warding in last night’s concert 
which opened the ninety-third sea- 
son of the St, Louis Philharmonic: 
The perforthance of the giiest 86- 
loist, Flutist Albert Tipton, and 
the noticeable improvement of the 
string section after one year un- 
der the baton of Russell Gerhart. 
In fact, it was while Tipton was 
playing Benjamin Godard’s “Suite 
for Flute ahd Orchestra” that the 
strings’ improvement really came 
to the surface. 

Tipton, first desk flutist with 
the St. Louis Symphony, turned 
in the most thrilling playing the 
writer has heard from a Philhar- 
monic instrumental soloist. His 
technique was impeccable, his‘ 
tone beautifully transparent, his 
deep insight into the sensitive 
music wonderftlly poetic. And 
all the while the strings accom- 
panied him in proper volume and 
refined balance. So vigorously 
did the atidience applaud that 
Tipton returned to repeat the 
soothing “Idylle,” second move- 
ment of the work. 

The concert began with a some- 
what unvelaxed playing of Web- 
er’s “Euryahthe” overture. Needed 
Was a more pronounced surge of 
spirit. Then eame the orches- 
tra’s méatiest offering, Mendels- 
sohn’s Fifth Symphony (Reforma- 
tion). Gerhart conducted it with 
perceptivenéss and authority, gave 
it fine momentum afd dramatic 
contrast. 

Other orchestral numbers were 
Debussy’s “Fetes” and Liszt's tone 
poem “Les Preludes.” On the De- 
bussy the amateur musicians dem- 
onstrated that they are master- 
ing the delicate tonal coloring 
and quantity exactness so neces- 
sary in this type of music.

NYBODY planning to buid

That 
was before Dempsey and Tun- 
ney fought their long-count bat- 
tle in Chicago; Babe Ruth was 
playing ball then. but nobody 
had started the cry, “Break up 
the Yankees”; it was the year 
of Whiskery’s Kentucky Derby 
and years before Knute Rock- 
ne’s last undeféated football 
teams at Notre Dame. 


Only Pierre Survives. 
LL the others have gone 
A their way, leaving Pierre on 
top alone. Now a grand- 
father rising 59, he says he is 
retiring after this defense. 

His opponent, 25 years 
younger, is a tall, rangy ath- 
lete with sandy hair and-~-no 
bad habits. He trains earnestly 
every day of his life, and he- 
has some grand shots. Chances 
are he’d look wonderful against 
anybody else. 

“I think,” - remarked Frank 
Shields, of Davis Cup tennis, 
“that Pierre is slow, But he’s 
so skillful you can’t see it. 
Look, he didn’t have to move a 
foot for that shot.” 

Even a greenhorn could de- 
tect that quality in the old mas- 
ter’s play.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21. (AP) 
-—The National Labor Relations 


Board ruled yesterday in its first 
such decision that an employer 


may lawfully refuse to bargain 


with his employes’ union while the 
workers are engaging in a pro- 
duction slowdown. 

The unanimous ruling was made 
in a case brought against the 
Phelps Dodge Copper Products 
Corp. by local No. 441 of the CIO 
International Union of Electrical 
Workers. The case involved the 
pupepy's plant at Elizabeth, 


The NLRB held that the em- 
ployer’s normal duty to bargain 
Was suspended for the duration 
of a slowdown. It said the union’s 
calling of the slowdown amounted 
to “an absence of fair dealing” 
which. precluded testing the em- 
ployer’s own good faith. 

The board classed the slowdown 
as “a harassing tactic irreconcil- 
able with the (Taft-Hartley)- act's 
requirement of reasoned discus- 
sion in a background of balanced 
bargaining relations upon which 
good faith bargaining must rest.”

Possum Trot Farm..~ 
Welcome Sound —— 
Of Rain on the Roof 


By Leonard Hall 


S we sat at supper the news breadcasters were 
A tetting of rain falling throughout much of the 

drouth area of the Middle West. Showers were 
predicted to reach the eastern Missouri area by 7 
o’clock, and promptly 
at that hour the radio 
began to pop and roar, 
as it does when thun- 
derstorms are ap- 
proaching. Soon we 
heard the first rain- 
drops on the _ roof, 
coming softly at first 
but soon drumming 
loudly in a good down- 
pour. Now we're hop- 
ing that the. long 
dry spell which has 
plagued our Ozark 
country ever 
April has at last been 
broken. As we _ sat 
listening to the com- 
forting sound of water running in the eaves troughs 
Hartwig said, “Just think. Some of the fall calves 
are three months old and this is the first rain 
they’ve ever seen.”

EVEN THOUGH the rains keep coming, it is 
doubtful that moisture at this late date can save 
any large percentage of the fall grain crop or 
widespread seedings of improved pasture which 
have been made throughout the central states this 
autumn. And this is especially hard on farmers 
who seeded their pastures iast spring, watched -the 
grass come up and die from lack of rain, and tried 
it again this fall. Building improved pastures is an 
expensive operation at best, and not many of us 
can afford the cost of seeding again for a third

time after twe failures; so it seems almost certain ' 


that a lot of land will go back into row crops and 
small grain for another year or two. Meanwhile, 
the wells and ponds and springs run dry, so that 
everywhere farmers are hauling water from distant 
creeks for their livestock. What this means is that 
underground water sources are drying up, to be 
replenished only after many weeks of normal 


rainfall.

IT IS EASY for one who lives in city or town 
to feel sorry for the farmers and to overlook the 
fact that long-protracted drouth which brings dis- 
aster to the rural areas will sooner or later produce 
repercussions in the urban community. Though no 
one likes to profit from the .other fellow’s hard- 
ships, it may even appear for a time that the city 
consumer actually benefits. As more and more 
livestock moves into the big packing centers from 
drouth-stricken areas and packers have to absorb 
this livestock and move it out to wholesaler and 
retailer, over-the-counter prices seem almost cer- 
tain to show declines. And this is something for 
which the consumer cannot feel anything but 
grateful. Yet if distress marketing of livestock con- 
tinues long enough, a day of reckoning is sure to 
come. The number of meat animals on farms 
will decline to the point where demand presses 
hard on supply and prices are apt to skyrocket. 
Meanwhile, it would be almost impossible to cal- 
culate the loss to the whole business community 
brought about by the lower purchasing power of 
farmers throughout the drouth -country. 
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THE MILD NOVEMBER DAYS, in spite of dry 
weather, have not been an unmixed blessing. There 
is much work. about the farm which can’t be done 
until there is an ample supply of water”in the 
ground. At the same time, there are other chores 
getting done which in some cases have been wait- 
ing for five years..New gates, deors en the machine 
sheds, electric lights in the granary and milking 
stables; these are the jobs which are pushed aside 
during the busy farming season to be done when 
work slackens. But just when we reach that point, 
in ordinary years, there comes a big snow and they 
are put off again in the hope that we can do them 
when spring arrives. This year, thanks to the pro- 
tracted Indian summer and the fact there’s little 
we can do in the fields, we are making progress 
on alot of odds and ends. We hope, as never 
before, to be ready for winter when it finally 


arrives.

THERE’S ONE THING the farmer cannot do, no 
matter how bad the disaster of a single season. 
He cannct stop planning for the future. Thus dur- 
ing the weeks just passed we have sown a larger 
acreage of small grain than in most of our years at 
Possum Trot; mostly barley which will be pastured 
lightly throughout the winter. Then next spring 
we will decide, according to weather conditions, 
how much of this will be grazed out_and how much 
will be “harvested to provide our grain feed for 
the following winter: All of this small grain is 
sceded to grass and ih’ the spring we will add our 
legumes to these grass mixtures by broadcasting 
the seed en.a February or March snow. Then since 
our hay harvest may be cut by the heavy grazing 
pressure to which we've ‘subjected our fields this 
summer and autumn, we’ll sow. more oats than 
usual riext spring and count on mowing these for 
an additional supply of hay. But the oats will also 
be used as a nurse crop for grasses and legumes, 
so that if all goes well we will catch up with our 
original farm plans By the following spring.

Champions are Defeated 


OR their first M-G-M starring musical, “EVERYTHING I 
HAVE IS YOURS,” at LOEW'S STATE THEATER, Marge 
and Gower Champion, who once danced at Muny Opera, have 


been handed a dubious package. The Champions are fresh and 


zestful young dancers, and there are several 
lively musical numbers. But I’m not sure 
they have enough variety in style to hold up 
a dance-heavy musical all the way through. 
“Seventeen Thousand Telephone Poles,” a 
revue number about some people on a bus, 
with Monica Lewis’s singing amd ensemble 
dancing, is smart and intriguing. A dance 
up and down a deserted street late at night by the principals 
captures a romantic mood. Gower using toys in a nursery for 
a solo dance props may not be Astaire or Kelly, but he’s deft. 
Some of the other dances are all right, but,I think Marge 
Champion isn’t vocally qualified for a song solo to follow Miss 
Lewis. 7 

Although the musical side is passable, the back-stag 
script given the Champions has too many cliches to overcome. 
Here are the ingredients: (1) young married song and dance 
team make big Broadway hit; (2) wife retires to have a baby; 
(3) wife gets jealous of blonde successor; (4) husband gets big; 
headed and stubborn; (5) pride forces a split-up; (6) wife be- 
comes star on own; (7) good-guy producer friend (Dennis 
O’Keefe) is really in love with wife but too much of a gentle- 
man to say so, so he brings couple back together again (8) 
by playing on wife’s sympathies for husband’s hypochondria 
and their mutual adoration of their lit-tle daughter; (9) s0 
they all join together again in one big happy sock revue. If 
you can point out one innovation in that collection, I'll eat 
the film. . 

The other feature, “MY MAN AND I,” is a sincere but 
dull attempt at a dramatic illustration of a theory there is good 
even in the mednest people. Ricardo Montalban, a Mexican- 
American farm laborer, befriends Shelley Winters, an alcoholic 
B-girl, gets gypped of a month’s wages by an onery farmer, 
Wendell Corey, and repulses the advances of the farmer’s 
wife, Claire Trevor. So the farmer and his wife frame 
Ricardo into a prison term, then repent. Its attempt at a low 
key results only in a drab gray dramatic tone, and there is no 
upsurge to give it life. 


Sail Ho!—Hum 


Ever since Errol Flynn ravished the Spanish Main among 
other things in such items as “Captain Blood” and “The Sea 
Hawk,” we have had movie pirates and sea treasure hunts 
with us, usually in Technicclor. But now we get a gloomy 

warning from Hollywood that we’re in for a 
spate of them from producers who used to 
concentrate on Westerns. Some fufillment 
of this is at the FOX, where there are two 
such epics from Paramount. 
We can see nothing gcod in this tendency. 
The day is not far off when the most red- 
blooded customer will snore through sea- 
cannons slugging toe to toe, the rigging 
crashing all about in flames, and the long shots of the 
miniature ships going dcwn in a fish tank. And will not even 
wink an éye for a glimpse of the high-born, scornful heroine, 
who usually manages to be aboard one or another of the 
ships, clutching her decolette bosom in anguish over the risks 
being taken by the buccaneer leader whom she has just been 
despising. Then what will happen? We'll all go back to West- 
erns or the Oriental equivalent and won’t be a bit better off. 

The first of the two films at the Fox, “‘CARIBBEAN,” is 
no great shakes dramatically, but it’s fair action melodrama 
about a feud between a pirate scourge of the Caribbean (sur- 
prisingly, played by the rather rickety Sir Cedric Hardwicke) 
and an island baron (Francis Sullivan) whose cultivated sneer 
has graced several Dickensian films. They take care of the 
intrigue, and John Payne, who can bare his chest with the 
best of them, and that lovely red-head, Arlene Dahl, carry 
on the romanee department. It all ends with a big bang in the 
form of a slave mutiny and an attack by the pirates on the 
island stronghold. 

The other film, “HURRICANE SMITH,” is a joke. It 
seems to be about a ship full of assorted cutthroats searching 
for a buried treasure in the South Seas, with mutinies and 
plots hatching all over the place. But nobody, absolutely no- 
body, including the script-writer, the director, the producer, 
the actors or the audience is very sure of what goes on from 
there. Yvonne De Carlo demonstrates how low a dress can 
be cut and still qualify as a dress, and comes up suddenly 
with a Polynesian dance on shipboard. John Ireland, listed 
as the hero, looks as languid as if he’d been taken down with 
beri-beri, but manages to fight a dummy shark in the Para- 
mount tank. Among other actors wandering uncertainly about 
are \James Craig, Forrest Tucker, Richard Arlen and Lyle 
Bettger. Even as an action film, “Hurricane Smith” doesn’t 


amount to one good puff of wind. ;

BUT AN EARLY OPERATION 
doesn’t always happen when you 
do consult your doctor. Some 
doctors notice a spot on the X- 
ray film, true, but decide to 
“wat¢” it — take another X-ray 
in several months to see if maybe 
it has gone away or grown larger. 
By the time it is obvious the film 
shows the shadow of lung cancer, 
an operation is often much, much 
too late. 

To be specific, a recent survey 
was made of the course of events 
in cases of inoperable lung can- 
cer—too far advanced to cure 
surgically. In 18 per cent of these 
tragedies, the patient had not 
consulted a doctor when the 


‘early symptoms” appeared. He 


just put it off for months. 

- However, in 40 per cent of 
these tragedies, the patient had 
consulted the doctory early but 
the doctor had decided ‘to “watch 
it.” And he had, for precious 
months, The final result was the 
same as if the patient had not 
gone to the doctor at all. 

In the case of-the 18 per cent 
of neglectful patients, ignorance 
of the possible importance of a 
chronic cough or spitting up 
blood is the reason. (These do not 
always mean no a trys 


* 

BUT, WITH THE DOCTORS 
whose inactive “watching” con- 
tributed to 40 per cent of the 
deaths, there is less of an excuse, 
and in those whose ignorance is 
responsible, there is no excuse. 

With those docters who simply 
made errors in judgment, who 
wanted to spare the patient a se- 
rious operation unless there was 
no doubt it was needed, there is 
great excuse. 

Surgeons skilled in lung sur- 
gery claim they would rather do 
several lung operations, which 
turn out not to have cancer, than 
to pass up one whose cancer 
could have been removed in time 
to save life. 

That is a good question to put 
to you, since it is a question that 
doctors must constantly. ask them- 
selves. Would you rather have a 
serious lung operation for a pos- 
sible cancer, and have it turn out 
not a cancer, or “watch” it with- 
out operation with the dread pos- 
sibility of being too late for 
surgery when it undoubtedly is 
cancer?

EOPLE who insist that the 
best way to clean linoleum is 
to cover it with six inches or 
so of warm water usually find 
that the linoleum starts to come 
loose at the edges in time. If 
you let this go long enough 
someone will catch his toe on a 
loose edge and you'll have a bad 


‘tear in the covering not to men- 


tion a nasty fall. 


The standard way to refasten 
loose linoleum is to pry up the 
edge with a broad putty knife 
and then work linoleum cement 
in under the covering. Force the 
edge back down and wipe away 
any of the excess cement that 
might ooze out. Be sure to wipe 
off all the cement before it has a 
chance to harden for once it has 
set it is difficult to remove with 
water, It’s best to put some 
heavy object over the linoleum to 
hold it in place until it is ence 
more bonded to the floor. 

In some cases linoleum will 
come loose in the middle and 
this causes a bulge to appear. 
What = do is: split the bulge 
with a sharp knife cutting in the 
direction of the linoleum grain 
or pattern. Now using a very 
long knife with a flexible blade, 
work the cement under the loose 
portion of the linoleum and then 
press and hold it in place until 
the cement has set.

Bright Spot in Lives of Elderly Mem- 
bers, With Group Singing, Cards and 
Food—They Seldom Miss a Meeting

AKE a walk by Grace Hill 

House any Tuesday, along 

about noon, and chances are 
you'll hear a chorus of voices in 
a beloved old hymn, or a popular 
melody, or a barber shop favorite 
of other days. 

Or maybe you'll hear the famil- 
iar tune: 

“ ... The more we get together, 
The happier, we'll be.” 

You'll be listening in on the 
after-dinner singing of the Get- 
Together Club, an organization of 
elderly men and women who find 
new friendships and renew for- 
gotten ones at their weekly meet- 
ings. “The More We Get To- 
gether” is their theme song. 

At 10 o’clock every Tuesday 
morning, rain or shine, the first 
members begin arriving at Grace 
Hill House, a Community Chest 
agency at 2500 Hadley street. 
Some have walked several blocks. 
Some have come on the bus. Most 
of them live right around the 
neighborhood. 

While the food committee is 
out in the kitchen helping pre- 
—_ lunch, others are playing 

ingo or pinochle in the other 
rooms. Or maybe they’re sitting 
around sewing or chatting with 
each other and forgetting the 
loneliness that most of them 
know the other six days of the 
week. 

It was four years ago that the 
Get-Together Club was organized 
to meet the needs of men and 
women who have reared their 
families and now have little to 
do, even less to look forward to. 
Some are married, but the major- 
ity are widowed and most of 
them live alone. 

They range in age from their 
60s to their 80s. 

Organizers were the _ Rev. 
George Easter, at that time rec- 
tor of Holy Apostles Episcopal 
Church: Miss Charlotte Califf, 
then social worker at Grace Hill, 
and Mrs. Albert H. Dorrance; a 
member of Holy Apostles. The 
Women’s Auxiliary of Holy Apos- 
tles adopted the Get-Together 
Club as its special project and 
helps raise funds through benefit 
card parties. 


Mrs. Dorrance and Mrs. A. J. 
Gatheman are co-chairmen from 
the Auxiliary, and they give their 
Tuesdays throughout the. year to 
the club. -Other members volun- 
teer their help, with each spend- 
ing about three days during the 
year preparing the food and help- 
ing entertain the members. In 
addition to their kitchen duties, 
Mrs. Gatheman helps with the 
games and leads the _ singing. 
Mrs. Dorrance comes in from the 
kitchen in time to play the piano 
for the songs. 

But the mempbDers themselves 
give generously, not only of their 


money, but. of their time and tal- 


ents, in sewing for bazaars at 
Grace Hill House, or assisting 
with special projects. A gaily- 
decorated coffee tin. is passed 
around the big dining table after 
lunch, and each contributes what 
he or she can—whether a dime or 
a dollar. 

“We started out with $3,” re- 
called Mrs. Gatheman. “Then, as 
the volunteers came to work, they 
contributed a little, and the mem- 
bers asked at the first meeting 
for an opportunity to contribute 
to their own club treasury.”

7 stood,” they wrote in the 
1300s, recording for pos- 
terity the original, indeed the cor- 
rect name, for what we are now 

pleased to call a “salt cellar.” 
The small vessel serving to 


hold salt on the table took its 
name from the French “saliere,” 


_out of the Latin “‘salariaus,” per- 


taining to salt, in Latin “sal.” 
“Saler” was its designation in 
household inventories and other 
accounts of 500 years ago, where 
one finds the “saler of gold” a 
respected thattel in a great house- 
hold. 

However, the really repetitious 
“salt callar” is not an invention 
ef modern origin. As far back as 
1445, the object is on the record 
as “salt seller,” and a little more 
than -a century latér, in the work 
of an Englishman named Pea- 
cock, writing on English church 
furniture, we find it “a salt cel- 
lar for salt.” 

Thus, the now modest little 
receptacle of china or glass—or 
silver—is known by the more im- 
portant sounding name, “salt cel- 
lar,” though “saler”—*“pertaining 
to salt”—could correctly, name it 
now, as it did in the days when 
it was commonly a larger and 
frequently a more valuable pos- 
session th the common table 
accessory of today.

SERIOUS concern of, many 
A parents is that their - new- 

born son or daughter will 
have crossed eyes. This fear comes 
from the,fact that in the very 
young baby often one eye or the 
other occasionally turns in or 
out, giving the child a cross-eyed 
appearance. 

Parents are encdéuraged, how- 
ever: and their fears are lessened, 
when someone tells them that the 
child will almost surely outgrow 
this. And, sure enough, by the 
time the baby is three months 
old, there. is usually no further 
problem of an eye turning in or 
outward. He. outgrew it just as 
people said he would! 

This is what takes place in the 
normal course or visual develop- 
ment, During the first.month or 
two the infant is in the process 
of developing his ability to use 
both of his eyes together in look- 
ing from one thing to another. He 
uses his eyes in watching a mov- 
ing object or person, he seeks 
to s€e his mother when he hears 
her voice, and he enjoys looking 
from a brightly colored bottle on 
his dressing table to a window 
close by. He rapidly learns to 
co-ordinate his two eyes, and so 
after three months the two eyes 
usually work nicely together, and 
a-turned eye is aoe occurrence. 
* 


IN FACT, if after three months 
the infant’s eyes continue to be 


persistently oi not just occas- 
ionally oft of alignment, it can- 
not be considered normal, but 
requires further investigation. 
The doctor needs to determine 
whether the child crosses his eyes 
because of paralyzed or under- 
developed muscles, and’ to check 
whether the child has an i Hity 
to focus his eyes without 

ing them. It is in such cases 
that parents must, consider the 
possibility that their child will 
not “outgrow it.’ 

It is easy to realize that good 
co-ordination is required to con- 
stantly keep the eyes straight; and 
children are not born with’ this 
ability. It has to elop. Inter- 
estingly enough, we have found 
that many of the children who 
do have a turned eye are lacking 
in good motor co-ordination. En- 
couraging such a child to sprihg 
up and down on a jumping board, 
or to crawl about on a jungle 
gym may actually help straighten 
his eyes more than any other 
one thing.

The wise parent, faced with 
the problem of a child whose eyes 
cross, will obtain more than one 
type of professional opinion be- 
fore taking any action—whether 
it be visual exercises, surgery or 
glasses, or any combination of 
these three. Eventually we hope 
that the study of child develop- 
ment will give us more specific 
answers than we now have:
